RATINGS. 

ITH this issue of THE BLOOD-HORSE we send 

a supplement containing ratings as ar- 
ranged by Charles E. Mickelwait, a Turfman of 
long experience, whose handicapping has been 
meritorious in the past. We hope you will use 
these ratings and give us the benefit of informa- 
tion concerning the results (good, bad or indif- 
ferent) of their application. It is our intention 
to continue them as a feature of THE BLOOD- 
HORSE, if they have the approval of our readers, 
and if it is shown that there is a real demand 
for and appreciation of them. They have been 
published in this supplement form for the greater 
convenience of those who will use them. As the 
ratings change, publication of the fact will be 
made and the changes will come to subscribers 
at regular intervals through THE BLOOD-HORSE. 
Kindly favor us with your opinion of the ratings 
after you have had opportunity to test them. 


CURTAILMENT AND ELIMINATION. 

E are in receipt of further valued responses 

to THE BLOOD-HORSE questionnaire concern- 
ing curtailment and elimination. From his win- 
ter home in France comes the card of ROBERT 
STERLING CLARK, of New York, saying “no” 
to the first two questions (1. Do you favor cur- 
tailment of production by breeding only one-half 
the number of your mares during the season of 
1931? 2. Do you favor curtailment of produc- 
tion by closing the breeding season at an earlier 
date, say by May 157) and to the other (3. Do 
you favor a meeting of breeders to create a fund 
and appoint men to administer it for the elimina- 
tion of undesirable Thoroughbreds from breeding 
and racing?) he says: “Perhaps, if this means 
undesirable physically only.” 

CHARLES A. HARTWELL, writing from 
Santa Rita Stock Farm, Pleasanton, California, 
answers “no’’ to questions one and three and 
Says regarding question two: “Am not aware 
that any date is set for closing of breeding sea- 
son, at present.” There is no specific date set 
for closing, but it is the practice at some estab- 
lishments to close the season by June 1, at others 
by June 15, and at others not later than July 1. 

WALTER GENTRY, who is at Brooknoll 
Farm, West Chester, Pennsylvania, says “yes” 


to question three, but makes no response to the 
other two. 


M. WEBB OFFUTT, farmer and breeder, 
Georgetown, Ky., answers: (1) No. I have only 
nine mares, and would not be gratified in bother- 
ing with less. The overhead would absorb any 
possible profit. (2) Would suggest instead 
June 1, because of late foaling mares. (3) Yes. 

DR. J. R. HYLTON, practicing physician and 
surgeon and breeder of Thoroughbreds, Douglas, 
Wyoming, writes: 

“My answer to the first two questions is NO. 
I do not believe you can stabilize the price, or 
value either, of Thoroughbreds in any artificial 
way, with any greater success than the Farm 
Board has in regulating the price of wheat. It 
seems that the law of supply and demand, 
coupled with intrinsic value, will determine 
eventual worth. 

“Wealthy men have become discouraged pay- 
ing exorbitant prices for milk-fed blanks, and 
will perhaps look to the smaller breeder who 
raises a more rugged, hardy Thoroughbred. 


“Our climatic conditions in Wyoming do not 
favor early breeding, so that closing season, May 
15th, would be serious detriment, but this same 
country produces extra rugged horse, with very 
best feet and legs. 

“There is nothing wrong with the Thorough- 
bred industry. There have been other slumps be- 
fore. Anyone fortunate enough to have some 
very best type young broodmares, should hang on 
to them. They will make plenty of money. 

“As to question three, I don’t know. It would 
seem that a fund to assist in the passage of laws 
favorable to racing would be a good investment. 
Such bills are up in several states, at this time, 
including Wyoming.” 

One of our Western subscribers, who says he 
desires to remain incognito, because some of the 
things he has mentioned would “hit” some of 
his friends, writes: 

“By all means let the breeders organize and 
create a fund to finance the riddance of the un- 
desirables, but suppose it were done this way: 

“Let this fund be turned over to The Jockey 
Club, and then let The Jockey Club recall all the 
registry certificates of appendix mares and fil- 
lies (registered for racing purposes only) issu- 
ing in lieu thereof a Genesee Valley Breeders’ 
registry certificate showing five generations, and 
requiring a sum varying from not less than $25 
to not more than $75, fixed upon a basis of age. 
The Jockey Club has the power to do this and it 
would be to their advantage to get rid of this 
phase of registry. It might place quite a bit of 
temporary work upon them, but there are plenty 
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of good bookkeepers and accountants out of 
work in New York City who would be glad to 
help straighten this out and get a few days work. 

“Then, let any Remount stallion lose his regis- 
try status, and be issued to the agents without 
a name, just a certain number. It has never 
been the intention of the Remount to compete 
with private stallion owners, and the extent to 
which they do compete with them would be hard 
to figure, but that probably close to 1,000 foals 
are registered to Remount stallions each year is 
not far from the actual fact. There are any 
number of small owners who will patronize TAKE 
IT EASY by SLEWFOOT out of LEFT AT THE 
POST for the simple reason that the fee is quite 
nominal. But then you cannot blame them. 
Most of these mares are not worth much more 
than the same nominal fee, and should be bred 
jto a jack. I know whereof I speak, I’ve got some 
of them. It would make little or no difference 
to a polo pony or a cavalry mount, the other 
qualifications being there, whether its sire is 
No. 436 or *Eclipse. 


“If these two ideas were put in force, the re- 
sults would be apparent in a very short time. A 
Genesee Valley certificate showing a polo or 
hunter prospect to be out of a Thoroughbred 
mare, by No. 325, would be certain proof to the 
buyer that the animal is clean bred. It would 
keep a lot of inferior mares from being bred to 
privately owned stallions and their produce put 
to cluttering up the tracks. 

“When I have the time, I will compare your 
list of sires of winners, in the last issue, with 
my list of Remount stallions and see how many 
winners were sired by Remount owned horses. 
As agent for three different Remount stallions, I 
can assure you that if the recent E. R. Bradley 
donation, BEHAVE YOURSELF, were here, he 
would draw every dinky Thoroughbred mare 
within 100 miles. They would arrive by truck, 
trailer and overland, and not one of them would 
be capable of producing a horse capable of doing 
more than taking an occasional $200 or $300 
purse at the one-half mile bull rings, yet every 
one would add to our already overcrowded 
tracks.” 

PHIL REILLY, who has been identified with 
the sport 38 years, who formerly was a racing sec- 
retary, but for the last dozen years or more has 
been back racing horses, now being in charge of 
E. J. Lehmann’s string at Lake Villa, Illinois, 
tells us “the subject of the elimination of Thor- 
oughbreds is an old bugaboo, and should be 
handled by the racing associations,’ and he then 
goes on to say: 


“I was racing secretary at the British Columbia 
tracks, at Coeur d’Alene, Idaho and other west- 
ern meetings, during the years 1908 to 1915. Be- 
cause of the curtailment of racing in Eastern 
States, the situation was bad for the associations. 
At every opportunity horsemen entered worn and 
raced out horses, and sometimes the entries were 
drawn with only two or three sound contenders 
in a race. 

“After much thought, we decided to put into 
the condition books the following rule: 

““Horses four years old and upward having 
been unplaced in previous five starts are elimi- 
nated from entering for ten days between starts, 
a declaration to be considered a start; horses 
placed on half-mile tracks not considered, if 
claiming conditions; horses on elimination or 


‘events. 


restriction list to be preferred starters if drawn 
out twice in succession.’ 

‘“This restriction was made applicable to what 
would now be claiming races of $1,500 to $2,000. 
Races for maidens, for 2-year-olds and for 3- 
year-olds take care of themselves. The older, 
cheap plater is the horse to eliminate, and the 
rule above quoted would soon get them out of 
the stables, both large and small. 

“In employing the rule imposing restrictions 
it would be well at the same time to have the 
racing secretaries do away with the expression 
‘claiming races not considered’ when framing 
the conditions of races other than claiming 
We run into this expression very fre- 
quently in the condition books of today. 

“Daily Racing Form’s statistics for the years. 
from 1901 to 1910, inclusive, show the average 
number of starters per year to have been 5,421, 
and for the years 1920 to 1930, inclusive, the 
average number of starters to have been 6,400. 
To my mind this was not an alarming increase. 
Some horses started 40 or more times. Too much 
racing, this, for consistency. 

“During the Arlington Park meeting last year, 
I was deputized to purchase three horses for rac- 
ing at Winnepeg and at state fairs. The owners 
of several large racing establishments were can- 
vassed for horses of the $500 to $1,000 variety. 
They had them, but none were for sale. With 
purses of $1,200 to $1,800 to run for, the possi- 
bility of winning one race was sufficiently allur- 
ing to overbalance other considerations, such as 
the cost of campaigning a few extra horses. 

“Every horseman knows, or should know, that 
a horse failing to earn $3,000 per year is a bur- 
den to his bankroll, as well as a detriment to any 
racing association. Such a horse reverses his 
form from time to time; brings grief to the pub- 
lic; distresses the form player; overtaxes the 
entry list and stabling and keeps good contend- 
ers in their stalls. 

“There is always a very good market for the 
cheaper horses at Vancouver, which has three 
tracks; Victoria, with two tracks; Calgary, with 
two tracks; Winnipeg, with two tracks, having 
four meetings and a purse account of $110,400; 
Edmonton, Regina, Minnesota State Fair, Sioux 
City, Des Moines, and a hundred other fairs rac- 
ing with no more than two or three dozen horses 
in attendance. For example, the Minnesota State 
Fair, with 11 running races and a $3,500 purse 
account, had only 18 horses in attendance. 

“f know a millionaire who has 30 broodmares 
and has never bred a starter from all the foals 
at his ranch during the past four years, although 
all the foals are registered. I would like to ask 
the breeders if this condition can be eliminated ? 
Say you would agree to eliminate all mares fail- 
ing to produce a winner from three successive 
foals, what would be the status of the mare with 
three foals, none of which had started? 

“If the number of mares should be restricted, 
would that not prove a boon to the foreign 
breeder? Possibly it would help to not breed 
any mares after May 15. 

“IT would not favor a meeting of the breeders 
to create a fund for the elimination of horses 
through purchase at the race tracks; that work 
belongs to the racing associations and it can be 
done without a fund in the way I have outlined; 
but I would favor the creation of a fund with 
which to buy up and banish the least desirable 
mares and their produce. 

“In conclusion permit me to say that most of 
the reforms for the betterment of the American 
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Turf have come from suggestions originating out- 
side the country, or from the smaller associa- 
' tions. The ‘powers that be’ (with the exception of 
Judge Joseph A. Murphy, who is always trying 
new ideas) are like Rip Van Winkle. They may 
awaken in a certain number of years, but at 
present they are afflicted with dry rot.” 


SPRING SALES. 


EW blood is essential to perpetuation and suc- 

cess of all activities and enterprises of man- 
kind. So it is with breeding and racing Thor- 
oughbred horses. There must be others to take 
the places of those who, because of death, chang- 
ing fortunes or moods, and for other causes, 
drop out. Numerous persons come to the Turf 
quite voluntarily, usually in response to an urge 
for the fine thrills racing alone can afford. Oth- 
ers come in quest of health, on the advice of 
physicians, or at the suggestion of friends who 
have regained health with the horses. Many 
others are brought into the sport by men and 
women who have found their greatest enjoyment. 
in breeding Thoroughbreds and racing them, or 
buying them and racing. The greater pleasure, 
unquestionably, is obtained by those who race 
the horses they breed themselves. 


Readers of THE BLOOD-HORSE are reminded that 
Derby week in May will be a propitious time for 
entry into the breeding ranks. The Kentucky 
Derby is to be run Saturday, May 16, and sales 
of bloodstock at Lexington are being arranged 
by E. J. Tranter, president of the Fasig-Tipton 
Company, for the three days prior, that is to 
say May 13, 14 and 15. On May 14 the stallions 
and broodmares owned by Himyar Stud, Inc. 
(Col. Phil T. Chinn) will be sold at Colonel 
Chinn’s Old Hickory Farm, as set out in detail 
in other columns of this issue, and on the follow- 
ing day at Shandon Farm (as is also told else- 
where in this issue) will be sold the stallions 
and mares of the Estate of Gifford A. Cochran. 
On May 13, and in the evenings of the other two 
days, it is planned to sell consignments from oth- 
ers at Mr. Tranter’s Lexington Sales Paddock. 


There will be no better opportunity, we think, 
for persons who, for any reason, desire breeding 
stock to buy it than at these forthcoming sales. 
In the first place, it goes without saying, they 
can be bought right. The Himyar Stud horses 
and those of the Cochran Estate must be sold 
for the high dollar. They cannot be bought in. 
One is a dispersal sale under a Federal Court re- 
ceivership, and the other is a vendue for the use 
and benefit of the heirs of a deceased person. 
Such other horses as will be offered at the Tran- 
ter plant will go under the hammer for the rea- 
son chiefly that their present owners are in need 
of money. 


Therefore, persons who have money, and per- 
sons without money who have places to keep 


horses and can arrange with persons who have 
money, will be in most fortunate position if they 
buy at the May sales. During the next several 
months there will be a gradual, steady upward 
trend in values for Thoroughbred horses, and it 
will be a long time before the market for the 
better animals will be off as much as it has been 
during the past year. 


BRANDING. 


HEY were talking about the absence of four 

white feet in the description of a horse on 
his registration certificate. The breeder had 
identified the horse and had checked the marks 
against the record on his books. The four white 
feet had been noted there in addition to the star 
and snip. The change had been requested of The 
Jockey Club after the breeder had made affidavit 
concerning the four white feet. They did not 
know whether the breeder had failed to include 
them in the description or whether it was an 
oversight in the office of The Jockey Club. They 
were of the opinion that most likely the breeder 
had been negligent. Thereupon Allan Steele, 
good trainer, who for many years was in the em- 
ploy of the late John E. Madden, spoke up. 


“The safest and best form of identification is 
the addition of a brand,” he said, adding: “That 
has been fully demonstrated at Hamburg Place, 
and at a few other establishments. I think every 
breeder should adopt it. It is not difficult to 
brand horses, and when the letters or numbers 
are placed on the neck, under the mane, they 
are seldom seen. Mr. Madden adopted.the brand- 
ing system because the boys and men, when told 
to go to a certain pasture and bring up a mare, 
the name of which had been called to them, 
usually said, ‘I don’t know that mare.’ When 
told to bring up mare number 65 or mare num- 
ber 73, any one of the men or boys came back 
promptly with the right mare. 


“When the mares foaled the youngsters were 
branded with the numbers of their dams in com- 
bination with other numbers indicating the year 
of birth. So, it can be readily seen, there was 
never any mistake in identity at Hamburg 
Place.” 


THE BLoOOD-HORSE thinks this a good sugges- 
tion, particularly for breeders who have many 
mares in their establishments. On the ranches 
in the West where cattle are run, it extends to 
the horses, as a rule. 


In the instance of the four white feet, the 
breeder admits that he was negligent in that he 
did not follow the request made by The Jockey 
Club of all who register foals to examine the 
certificates carefully as soon as received, which 
examination should include checking against the 
records, and even reading aloud as another ob- 
serves the marks on the foal. 
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LITTLE VISITS TO THE STUDS 


By J. A. ESTES. 


TO ELMENDORF FARM 


AIR PLAY stands on the hill and looks away 

to the north. The muscles are tense, the 
nostrils wide, the ears cocked forward, as if he 
hears sounds and sees sights which escape the 
flesh and blood beings passing that way. The 
hand that shaped him into bronze has made the 
cold metal apparently conscious that the ghosts 
of Virgil and *Glenelg, *Prince Charlie and 
Spendthrift are galloping up from the valley to 
give him greeting. They lead a long procession, 
for if the sculptor could have endowed this Fair 
Play with the faculty of neighing, his voice 
would not die out before it reached the birth- 
places of Vagrant, Vanguard, Monitor, Ferida, 
Aella, Vigil, Vera Cruz, Ben Ali, Preciosa, 
Firenzi, Tremont, Salvator, Los Angeles, Ham- 
burg and some thousands of other Thor- 
oughbreds that have gone forth from Elmen- 
dorf and found no better place. Fair Play rules 
now over the hosts of the equine dead, a mag- 
nificent symbol of the fact that here the horse 
is king and has been so long unrivalled that there 
is no other farm which has contributed so long, 
so continuously and so illustriously to the history 
of the American Turf. 


The pastures of Elmendorf have nurtured 
Thoroughbreds steadily for more than 60 years. 
In 1871 M. H. Sanford established there the 
Preakness Stud—the year after his long-legged 
colt by the name of Preakness had won the Din- 
ner Party Stakes at Pimlico. Ten years later, 
when poor health obliged Mr. Sanford to give up 
his breeding interest, he sold the stud to Daniel 
Swigert, who was just then becoming a breeder 
on a large scale. Mr. Swigert gave the name of 
Elmendorf to the place. Elmendorf was the 
maiden name of Mrs. Swigert’s paternal grand- 
mother, who was of the colonial Dutch stock of 
Knickerbocker days. 


From Mr. Swigert the property passed to C. 
J. Enright, and from Mr. Enright to James B. 
Haggin, who extended its boundaries until they 
encompassed about 9,800 acres. It was Mr. Hag- 
gin who adorned that part of the estate which 
came to be known as Green Hills with a $300,000 
residence which brought visitors to stare open- 
mouthed at its splendor until three years ago 
when Joseph E. Widener ordered the mansion 
razed. 


At its widest extent, the Elmendorf of James 
B. Haggin included not only most of the present 
Elmendorf, but the old Kenney place, the present

Greentree Farm, part of the H. P. Whitney farm, 
Dixiana and other property. 

Mr. Haggin died September 12, 1914. From the 
estate John E. Madden purchased 3,000 acres and 
presented it to his sons, Edward and Joseph. 
Joseph E. Widener next stepped into the story. 
He purchased from the Messrs. Madden 213.85 
acres of his present Elmendorf farm in 1920. 
Two years later he bought Green Hills from the 
Haggin estate. The purchase included a total of 
392.59 acres, of which George D. Widener, 
nephew of Joseph, took the 190-odd acres which 
are known as the old Kenney place. In 1925 
Joseph E. Widener bought from the estate of 
John T. Hughes 587.48 acres, thus adding to the 
new Elmendorf a property which Mr. Haggin, 
despite repeated efforts, had never been able to 
secure for the old. The same year Mr. Widener 
acquired about 100 acres from John Marshall, 
and in 1926 he bought from R. E. Tipton a tract 
of 202.8 acres. These tracts had formerly been 
owned by Mr. Haggin. The Elmendorf of today 
consists of 1,496.27 acres. 

Rich, rolling land it is, thick with grass, 
studded with trees, laced with 16 miles of sur- 
faced road, and traversed by that leisurely 
stream, North Elkhorn Creek, whose waters have 
meandered through the pages of Kentucky’s his- 
tory since “D. Boone killed a bar.” Along this 
same North Elkhorn Mr. Widener is now mak- 
ing a bird sanctuary and an arboretum. The 
trees being planted are the native trees of Ken- 
tucky, dogwood, hickory, sassafras, oak, elm, 
sycamore, cedar. Amongst them and nearby will 
flourish the wild flowers that hung along the 
banks of North Elkhorn before Kentucky had 
ever seen a horse. To this sanctuary many wild 
birds will repair. Invitations to spend the win- 
ter have already been accepted by many which 
spent the summer, the invitations consisting of 
regularly offered grain and other food. There 
are five miles of this unhurried stream within 
the walls of Elmendorf, and it is not unlikely 
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that some day the full five miles will burst into 
song at daybreak. If there is any song more 
exultant, more vibrant, more insistent than that 
furnished by a woodsfull of birds at daybreak, 
this untravelled person has yet to hear it. 


The long and almost continuous residence of 
Thoroughbreds at Elmendorf has made it a horse 
farm in all its aspects. The barns will make a 
horseman goggle-eyed, to say nothing of what 
they will do to a casual sight-seer. There is a 
fireproof ‘‘combination barn,” as it is called, 
which was built a good many years ago by Mr. 
Haggin at an expense of $158,000. There are 24 
large stalls, now used for housing broodmares. 
The stalls are on the outside, and the two hall- 
ways cross in the center of the barn. The hall- 
ways have wood-block pavements. Upstairs are 
sleeping quarters for five men. 


There is also, over the hills in the hinterland 
of the Elmendorf domain, a “coach barn’ which 
houses two families upstairs, and on the ground 
floor provides accommodations for a herd of 
Jersey cows and about 18 broodmares. Back of 
that may be seen a chain of nine greenhouses 
which produce, for the most part, fruit for the 
use of the Widener families. The Jerseys are the 
descendants of the great herd established by P. 
A. B. Widener, father of Joseph E. They are 
now maintained at Elmendorf and no other use 
of them is made than to supply milk to persons 
employed at the farm. 


One can pass by these previously mentioned 
structures with no excessive blinking, but when 
he has driven past the bronze Fair Play down 
the hill, over the culvert and up to the training 
barn, amazement sets in. The colony—so it 
should be called—-is founded upon a hill. Forty- 
two stalls are ranged along the two sides of an 
ellipse, with a long court in the middle. Mid- 
way of the court stands a one-room structure 
which provides an office during training hours. 
Crushed rock is spread evenly over the smooth 
ground. Boxes (equine vanity cases), striped red 
and white, hang outside each stall. They 
are such stalls as are not often built for horses. 
About 14x14 feet, each stall is lined with two- 
inch oak, and each has a thick oak door, built 
in upper and lower sections, opening on the in- 
ner court. Inside the door, which swings on 
hinges, is a sliding gate. The gate extends from 
the bottom to the top of the doorway. The swing- 
ing door is sometimes closed at the bottom, but 
never at the top, unless the room is tenantless. 
Inside the stall, besides the feeding box and hay- 
rack, and the electric lights, is a porcelain water- 
ing fountain through which water is always run- 
ning. 

Outside the parallel rows of stalls runs an in-

door training track, of which the outer wall of 
the stalls forms the inner “rail.’”’ The outer 
boundary of the track is a solidly built wall set 
with numerous windows. A slate roof extends 
over the stalls and the track. The course is 15 
feet wide and a sixth of a mile in circumference. 
It was being given a winter surface of tanbark 
on the day when The Estes went visiting there. 

The other buildings on the place include two 
stud barns, a three-sided yearling barn and five 
broodmare barns, one of which is leased to 
George D. Widener. Mares about to foal are sent 
to the “combination barn.” 


About 35 men are employed in the care of the 
farm and in the Thoroughbred breeding opera- 
tions there. Joseph Rogers is head of the brood- 
mare department, R. H. Monks and Edgar Mc- 
Daniel are the stud managers, young Chester 
Gates has charge of the yearlings, and Russell 
Arnold is farm superintendent. Over all these 
and general manager of the plant, is Miss Daysie 
Procter, for years associated with John E. Mad- 
den at his Hamburg Place. Miss Procter suc- 
ceeded George Terry as manager on Friday, 
June 13, 1930. The wheels have been humming 
a business-like tune ever since. The history, the 
traditions and the future of Elmendorf are at 
her finger-tips. And she answers questions very 
patiently. 

All this leaping from crag to crag in an effort 
to hit the high points in the story of Elmendorf 
can be halted for a few moments while we sit 
by the fire and ask Henry McDaniel questions. 
The fire is in the training quarters, the colonial- 
pillared old building with the two-acre rooms 
that stands a few paces from the training barn 
and track. It happens that the Widener horses 
in training are being wintered at the farm this 
year and it happens that Mr. McDaniel has just 
recently taken charge as trainer. So, until mid- 
March, when he moves the horses to Belmont 
— he will occasionally be found sitting by the 

re. 

Henry McDaniel was born on a race track, has 
seldom been anywhere else. (He did distinguish 
himself in a military school at Charleston, S. C.) 
His father, David McDaniel, and his mother were 
at the old Seacaucus track, which the elder 
McDaniel owned when Henry joined the family 
on September 10, 1867. Since then most of the

variety in Henry’s life has been furnished by 
bays, greys and chestnuts, winners and losers, 
stakes horses and platers, and by Kilmers and 
Cochrans. 

David McDaniel’s son grew too fast to become 
a jockey. He recalls that he rode one race, for 
gentlemen jockeys, at Latonia about 1883, and 
finished second on Wellington. He was an old 
man of 17, says he, when he first tried his hand 
at training. His father died in February, 1885, 
and the son lost no time in the business of mak- 
ing his own way. He.took charge of two horses 
for the late M. E. Clark, of Louisville, and one 
of the horses was a 4-year-old maiden whose 
name was Forest. Young McDaniel not only 
made the maiden win, but trained him so well 
that he won his last five races of the year. Mr. 
Clark was so pleased with his work that he 
more than doubled his salary, raising it from 
$12 to $25 a month. Claud Brannon, a winning 
plater, was the rest of the stable. Forest broke 
up the stable when he was carried into the 
fence in a race at Washington Park, fell and 
broke his leg. 

The beginning was typical of the career. Tak- 
ing a 4-year-old maiden and winning five straight 
was a triumph for a boy just turning 18 years. 
But such triumphs became habitual with him. 
Without putting down all those tempting details 
between Seacaucus and Elmendorf, let it be 
said that he has trained for himself, for M. E. 
Clark, B. J. Treacy, E. J. “Lucky” Baldwin, John 
E. Madden, Charles Head Smith, G. C. Bennett 
(of Memphis), Tichenor & Newgass, Louis 
Cella, R. L. Thomas, Thorncliffe Stable (Davies 
Brothers), W. S. Kilmer (twice), R. L. Gerry, 
Commander J. K. L. Ross, Gifford A. Cochran. 
The horses he has handled include Irish Chief, 
Semper Rex, Santiago, Rey del Carreres, Rey el 
Santa Anita, Lady Diamond, Fiesta, Myrtle 
Harkness, Buckwa, Pearl Song, King’s Counsel- 
lor, Idle On, Miss Bennett, Laureate, Abe Frank, 
Ed Austin, Aladdin, Dishabille, Loretta M., Men- 
tor and Rustle, Descuento, Plate Glass, Calgary, 
*Sun Briar, Exterminator, Sun Beau, Sun Edwin, 
Reigh Count, Flying Heels, The Beasel and in- 
numerable lesser lights. 

During the five and a half years Mr. McDaniel 
trained for Commander Ross, the horses he 
started earned about $750,000 in purses. The 
stable never cost its owner a cent during that 
time, by Commander Ross’s own statement. 

But those are other stories. Let it suffice to 
say that if the title of America’s best Thorough- 
bred trainer were conferred by popular vote, 


Henry McDaniel would not fall far short of 
election. 

He takes over the Widener horses in a year 
when the prospects are not particularly bright. 
The older horses in the stable are mostly doubt- 
ful racing propositions. What quality lies in the 
2-year-olds cannot be determined for some time. 
(The stable list was published in THE BLOOD- 
HORSE No. 4, week ending January 24, page 146.) 
Three sons of Fair Play are among the 2-year- 
olds, and of these the chestnut from Ruthenia, by 
Lemberg, named Integrity, is one of the best- 
looking. Wayabout, a filly by Fair Play out of 
*Damaris II, by Sunstar, may be the best among 
the fillies, though Stagecraft, another daughter 
of Fair Play, out of the Sweep mare Franconia, 
has the size and make-up to indicate that she 
may be one of the best. Robinson Crusoe, by 
Whisk Broom II—Ormonda, a half-brother to 
Osmand, is a strapping fellow, well made and 
substantial. 

Whether champions will come out of the 2- 
year-old crop, or whether they will prove to be 
no more than fair performers, Trainer McDaniel 
has no prediction. But of the yearling crop now 
growing up at Elmendorf he is willing to com- 
mit himself: 

“They are the best looking group of yearling 
colts I have ever seen. The fillies are above 
average.” 

They went to see the yearlings about the mid- 
dle of the morning, Mr. McDaniel and The Estes 
and John Groh, Mr. Widener’s stable agent, who 
helped welcome the visitor. As the youngsters 
were led out and posed, three or four at a time, 
the reason for the trainer’s enthusiasm became 
apparent. Class is written on nearly every one 
of them. Of the lot, six colts and five fillies 
comprise the last of the Fair Plays. One of the 
fillies, the last produce of her sire, has already 
been named Last Play. She was foaled last May. 
Fair Play fillies out of Ruthenia and *Carne- 
tion are among the best. There is among the 
yearling colts a grey whose dam is Mologa, by 
*Stefan the Great. This is the first and only 
grey ever sired by Fair Play. The colts are of 
such uniform quality that no one should be picked 
out and said to be better than his mates. Per- 
haps it was only an accident, or possibly imagi- 
nation, that on this particular morning a white- 
faced, one-stockinged chestnut by Fair Play— 
Zephyretta, by Lemberg, appeared to be a little 
keener than his fellows. Several sons and 
daughters of the young stallion Haste were in 
the group. There is nothing in their looks to 
indicate they will not make good racers. Haste 
puts plenty of size in them, though only one 
seems overdone in this respect. This is a big 
bay colt out of *Blue Glass, the dam of 
Blind Play, Broadside and Novelist. He has the 
size of a 2-year-old, though he has just turned 
a yearling. His conformation, however, is so 
regular that it may be that he will stand train- 
ing as well as those whose height and girth 
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more nearly approximate the normal. The 

Haste—Pasta filly is highly appraised by the 

trainer. She is big-bodied, with good hind legs, 

big quarters, and a general appearance of class. 
Fourteen colts and 15 fillies comprise the year- 

ling crop, as follows:

smartest at Elmendorf. 


Three stallions stand now at Elmendorf. They 
are Chance Shot, Haste and *Sickle. *Kiev, 
which was to have been at the farm this winter, 
has been moved to the Timberlawn Farm of Ed- 
win K. Thomas in Bourbon County to take the 
place which the death of *Under Fire left va- 
cant. *Stefan the Great is now standing in Eng- 
land, though still owned by Mr. Widener, and in 
his place at Elmendorf is the little brown horse, 
*Sickle, owned by Lord Derby, but standing in 
America for three years under an agreement 
with Mr. Widener. 

On the day when this visit came about the 
stallions were just beginning to be galloped to 
get them ready for the coming breeding season, 
which, at Elmendorf, begins in the latter part 
of March and ends the last of May. Mr. Widener’s 
preference is that foals arrive no earlier than the 
last week in February and no later than the last 
of April. 

Mr. Monks led out Chance Shot first and then 
Haste. Chance Shot is a 7-year-old bay, by Fair 
Play—*Quelle Chance, by Ethelbert, bred by the 
late August Belmont and raced by Mr. Widener.

tate purchased in a group by Mr. Widener in 


1925. The Withers and Belmont and the Mer- 
chants’ and Citizens’ Handicap were among his 
victories. He went a distance well, and he has 
the size and ranginess to indicate that his get 
will do the same. He is something shorter 
in height than is Haste, which appears to be as 
much as 16% hands. Chance Shot is a thorough- 
ly masculine sort and handsomer than most of 
his contemporaries. He was a good doer while 
in training. He is easy to handle, Mr. Monks 
declares, and of an excellent temper. Chance 
Play began his stud career at the neighboring 
Greenwich Stud one year ahead of his brother, 
Chance Shot, and his weanlings are uniformly 
good. Chance Shot’s first get are due to arrive 
soon. 


Haste is a bay, 8 years old, by *Maintenant— 
Miss Malaprop, by *Meddler, bred and raced by 
Mr. Widener himself. As a 2-year-old he showed 
extreme speed and at three he was good enough 
to win the Withers and set a track record, beat- 
ing Bagenbaggage in the Fairmount Derby. He 
is not unlike Chance Shot, though a little less 
finished in appearance. He is big and power- 
fully built, with a good back and long rein- 
length. 

From the stud barn a short trip was made to 
the paddock where *Sickle was turned out. He 
is a distinct contrast to Chance Shot and Haste. 
His height is 15.2%. His coat is almost black. 
He is almost as small as Thoroughbred stallions 
are to be seen, but he gives an impression of 
concentrated power. Fore and aft he is beauti- 
fully quartered, the midriff is deep, the head 
and eye smart. Having once seen either *Sickle 
or *Pharamond, which is now standing at Hal 
Price Headley’s Beaumont Farm, one would have 
no trouble recognizing the other as his brother. 
*Sickle’s neck has thickened to an extent that 
would belie his youthfulness as a stallion. The 
son of Phalaris and Selene spent one year at 
service in England and in 1930 was at Elmendorf. 
The great records of his sire and dam and his 
own demonstrated speed lend hope that he may 
be able to establish himself as a sire of high 
merit in this country. He will have mates 
worthy of any stallion’s mettle. 

The broodmares at Elmendorf are the Earth’s 
pickings. Because they are many and space is 
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short, they will only be listed here, but the bare 
list will be enough to reveal the solid foundation 
on which Mr. Widener is building.

PASCUMA COMES BACK. 


In the first race at Saratoga August 16, 1929, 
Anthony Pascuma had the mount on Dark God- 
dess. Twenty-two 2-year-olds were in the number. 
Dark Goddess was caught in a jam on the back- 
stretch and thrown. Pascuma was knocked to the 
ground, with his foot hung in the stirrup. When 
he freed himself he was a wreck. His chest and 
head had been battered and the right leg was 
splintered so badly just below the knee that the 
newspapers the next day reported that it would 
be a “miracle of surgical science” if he was ever 
able to ride again. Months in the hospital and 
a year of waiting aided in the “miracle,” and 
last week, on January 28, Pascuma rode ‘again. 
His first mount since the injury occurred was B. 
A. Lane’s Madelon. The filly was in trouble go- 
ing to the first turn, but Pascuma brought her 
through it, and on the backstretch took her to 
the inside and slipped her through on the rail. 
She finished second, beaten a head. Cheers 
greeted Pascuma’s return to the scales.

E first of the get of the former champion 
“jl. racer, Reigh Count, recently put in his ap- 
pearance at the Leona Farm of Mr. and Mrs. 
John D. Hertz, near Cary, Ill. The mare, Witch- 
broom, by *Negofol, gave birth to this upstand- 
ing chestnut colt a week or so ago and arrival 
of the youngster has been commented upon no 
little in all the horse colonies. Truly this is a 
stoutly made youngster, according to the pic- 
tures of him appearing in the dailies. Also, it is 
easily apparent that he resembles his famous 
dad in many respects. He has the same “stilted’”’ 
fore limbs, the same chestnut color and a narrow 
strip in his face. Understand he is eligible to 
the Pimlico and Belmont Futurities, and it goes 
without saying that he will be given every op- 
portunity to make good as a racer. 


Mr. and Mrs. Hertz have invested quite a sum 
in equipping their breeding farm, and there seems 
no reason why good race horses cannot be bred 
and reared in that section. The natural ad- 
vantages as regards grazing, water and climate 
may not be as favorable to the production of 
the Thoroughbred as in Kentucky’s bluegrass 
districts, but for that matter what other section 
of the country is so famed for its natural adapti- 
tude to the rearing of the pur-sang equine? Illi- 
nois should be as suitable as New York, and 
John Sanford, James Butler and other Eastern 
sportsmen have been breeding good horses in that 
state for many years. The most recent of the 
more notable products of a New York farm is 
Questionnaire, which was one of the closest rivals 
of Gallant Fox last season, and the son of Sting 
first saw the light of day at the East View Farm 
| his owner, James Butler, located at East View,

A whole carload of champions and near-cham- 
pions have been reared in sunny California, the 
atest being Morvich, Runstar and Ervast. And 
it would seem that California is again coming 
into her own in the production of the Thorough- 
bred, as many new breeding astablishments have 
sprung up there in recent years. In the days of 
Lucky Baldwin the state took rank right next to 
Kentucky in this respect. 

Nevada Queen, “Wild Horse Charlie” Farrell’s 
flying inbred daughter of Trouble, was produced 
on a ranch in Nevada. Incidentally, Clem Mc- 
Carthy tells us that he is in receipt of a commu- 
nique from a friend out Agua Caliente way say- 
ing that Nevada Queen already is showing signs 
of osselets. It is said that her owner-trainer 
keeps her ankles soaked in iodine, gallops her 
three miles on the track each morning and quite 
often goes visiting among his neighbors aboard 
his fleet filly. It isn’t expected that she will 
stand until the date of the Agua Caliente Futu- 
rity. But that is liable to happen to any animal 
which can travel an eighth in 10 seconds and 
pull up to a standstill a half in :47. Many of our 
fleetest racers became cripples. The Whitney 
flyer, Boojum, which may return to the races) 
this year, is a case in point. He was so fast he 
could hardly round a turn when fully extended. 
Nevada Queen is said to have prodigious hind- 
quarters. Show me a racer with large, power- 
ful quarters and, if he or she is made halfway 
right elsewhere, I'll show you one that has a lot 
of speed. Don’t know how far they will carry 
that speed, but they’ll have it sure. 

To revert to the subject of districts especially 
suitable for the breeding and rearing of the 


Thoroughbred, how about the state of Texas? 
Many of the fastest sprinters ever seen on a 
race course in America came out of the “Lone 
Star State.” It was in Texas that the Newmans. 
bred their fastest performers. Pan Zareta and 
Meadow are two which can be recalled offhand 
and their prowess is well known to the present 
generation of racegoers. Many is the time the 
writer has seen Pan Zareta, a mahogany-chestnut 
daughter of Abe Frank, lead a fast field of sprint- 
ers to the wire in time closely approaching and 
sometimes bettering the record for the distance 
of the race. 

Such sires as Abe Frank, Leonid, Meelick, 
Free Knight and Gallantry stood in Texas in 
their heyday, At the present time, W. T. Wag- 
goner, the oil-baron, is endeavoring to establish 
himself one of the finest stud farms in America 
at his Three D’s Ranch, Arlington, Texas. One 
who invests money in any fundamentally solid 
venture such as Thoroughbred horse breeding as 
lavishingly as has Mr. Waggoner is headed in the 
right direction. He now has his farm stocked 
with mares of the best bloodlines and at the head 
of the stud are such sires as *Phalaros, *Porte 
Drapeau, Kilkerry and Stamford, the latter pair 
coming under the heading of “untried tires.” 
*Porte Drapeau’s son, My Dandy, was reared on 
Texas grass and water. There is a substance in 
the soil and water in Texas which has much the 
same effect on the stock as the limestone has in 
Kentucky. It makes for bone and it is quite well 
known among horsemen that the horses bred and 
reared in Texas are possessed of unusually good 
legs and hoofs.

OSEPH E. HARTING, receiver for the Himyar 
Stud of Colonel Phil T. Chinn, used good 
judgment when he selected May 14 as the date 
for the dispersal of the Chinn breeding stock 
and foals of this year. The Kentucky Derby is 
to be run at Louisville just two days later and 
the close proximity of the two dates will prob- 
ably result in the auction attracting most all 
the prominent horsemen. The yearlings, it is 
announced, will be offered at the Saratoga sales 
next August. The sale at Lexington will include 
131 broodmares, four sires and about 90 foals, 
which would make it one of the largest sales 

ever held in the Bluegrass. 

Of all the stock to be offered, the animal Col- 
onel Chinn will find it hardest to part with will 
very likely be the most sought by the buyers. 
This is none other than the sire High Time, one 
of the most incestuously inbred sires in the world, 
he being a 15-year-old son of Ultimus—Noonday, 
by Domino. Commando, the sire of Ultimus, also 
was by Domino, and Domino was the sire of 
Running Stream, dam of Ultimus. High Time is 
living proof that the strain can be trebled, for he 
is the sire of such speedsters as Sarazen, Sara- 
zen II, High Strung, Zacaweista, etc., and of 
High Foot’s dam. High Time is the “apple of 
the eye” of the good Colonel. He once remarked 
upon being asked to set a price on the horse that 
he would as soon think of selling his wife. It 
will be a sad moment for him if High Time is led 
off the block the property of another. Old Rose- 
bud hopes that the big fellow will manage in 
some way to retain his pet Thoroughbred.

R. T. M. CASSIDY, clever Eastern handicap- 
per, is noted as placing Equipoise and James- 
town on even terms in his ratings of the newly- 
turned 3-year-olds. Mate is held by the doctor 
ito be six pounds below that redoubtable pair and 
Twenty Grand he rates four pounds under Mate. 
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His ratings are respected highly around New 
York, but some of the critics, “Beau Belmont” in 
particular, are taking strenuous exception to the 
doctor’s estimate of the powers of Twenty Grand. 
It is thought by many that Twenty Grand should 
be rated much nearer the leaders than 10 pounds. 

Twenty Grand should develop into a topnotcher 
again this season. He is a truly made individual 
in front, but it must be admitted that back of the 
saddle he tapers off badly in comparison with 
his titantic proportions about the chest and 
shoulders. Also, being high on the leg and rather 
rakish it would seem that he will be no Roseben 
at packing weight. Still he has the general ap- 
pearance of the distance runner and his pre- 
dilection for coming from behind in the late 
stages of a race are vastly in his favor in that 
direction. While nobody has yet mentioned it, 
there is great similarity in the physique of Gal- 
lant Fox and the Greentree colt. 

Many of the experts hold that Twenty Grand’s 
chances of developing into a 3-year-old of the 
first water are greatly enhanced by the fact 
that he wasn’t raced for any extended period at 
two. They seem to forget that Twenty Grand 
did his turn when the going was toughest and 
the distances longest, also at the tail-end of last 
season. To my mind, Twenty Grand came to hand 
just in time to take part in all the toughest races. 
Indeed, it appeared that his race at Louisville 
cost him something, for it was easily the best 
performance he turned in, and his races later 
on tend to strengthen the thought. 

He is well fortified as to breeding for the dis- 
tance events of the year. His sire was a distance 
runner himself and is a son of Swynford a great 
progenitor of stayers in England. Twenty Grand 
gets more staying blood through *All Gold, his 
maternal grandsire. All that’ is English blood, 
but he comes from a good American family, that 
of Forget, Jolly Roger, Borrow and many other 
famous racers. Come to think of it, Twenty 
Grand looks to be more a descendant of this 
family than he does of *All Gold or Swynford. 
His sire is a smallish, unprepossessing sort of 
horse and it is certain Twenty Grand is none of 
his daddy in conformation.

EMORIES of that once fleet racemare, Miss 

Muffins, were conjured up at the meeting of 
the “Hot Stove Racing Association’’ the other 
morning. Someone started the ball rolling by 
remarking upon the victory at Hialeah Park of 
Hamlet, a juvenile brown son of Haste—Miss 
Muffins, at the first outing, on January 29. Miss 
Muffins was ever a favorite with racegoers in 
Kentucky and she rewarded her large following 
many times. Miss Muffins was by Luke Mc- 
Luke. 

Hamlet is the property of J. O. Keene, and is 
named for his deceased brother, George Hamlet 
(Ham) Keene. The master of Keeneland Stud 
seems to have an abiding faith in the ability of 
Haste as a sire. Haste, trained by Ham Keene, 
went to the stud of his owner and breeder, Joseph 
E. Widener, with very good credentials both as 
regards breeding and racing performance. He is 
an 8-year-old bay son of *Maintenant—-Miss 
Malaprop, by *Meddler and he won among other 
races the Withers and the Fairmount Derby, in 
which he met and defeated practically every first- 
class 3-year-old in training at the time. 

In the race with Hamlet the day he won at the 
first asking, was a colt called Dakol, a bay son 
of Dodge—-On Time, by High Time, thus an own 
brother to Dedicate. Dakol is the property of 
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the Everglade Stable, of which Messrs. John 
Ward and Fred Burton are the owners. Dakol 


was not as precocious as Hamlet, for he failed 
to finish in the picture. However, it is a bit 
premature to comment on the degree of quality 
of the 2-year-olds. 3 
* *

August. They have been transferred into the 
Woolf barn in the Churchill Downs enclosure, 
joining the 15 head now stabled there in charge 
of Trainer John Reed, who is recovering from an 
illness.

Wayne Lewis, who now is racing a division of 
the stable at the Cuban course, will take the 
youngsters over upon his return to Kentucky in 
the spring. Mr. Axton is planning a short va- 
cation at the Cuban resort before the closing of 
the racing season there.

HE C. V. Whitney 4-year-old, Angry, ap- 

parently has a little something on his con- 
temporaries at the Hialah Park track. A deal 
of credit is due Trainer John Lowe for the man- 
ner in which he has handled the ge’ded son of 
John P. Grier. He did a commendable job of 
bringing this dicky-limbed animal up to the 
races in such good form, and there also is some- 
thing of a “trick” in holding him there. 

Angry’s bloodlines’ will successfully pass 
scrutiny. His grandsires are Whisk Broom II and 
Peter Pan, and his four great-grandsires are 
Broomstick, Disguise, Commando and Hamburg. 
In addition he is a three-parts brother to Diavolo, 
great racehorse of several seasons ago and a 
potential sire. It is such breeding which has 
proved by the acid test to be the most successful 
for racing, as it is in America. With four such 
great-grandsires as has Angry, a horse has quite 
an advantage in this country with which to face 
the sportive business of racing. It simply cannot 
be excelled, no matter what the rabid believers 
in that glorified prefix “imp.’’ may say to the 
contrary. The records bear an irrefutable answer 
to all such questions. 
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THE GRASSLANDS STEEPLECHASE 


Editor’s Note: The following account of the 
first Grasslands International Steeplechase was 
furnished to THE BLOOD-HoRSE by the Grasslands 
management, and is printed as a permanent rec- 
ord of the race. 


ig a vast natural amphitheater, with the course 
proper running twice around the lip of the 
bowl, and with its start in the center of the de- 
pression, the Grasslands International Steeple- 
chase was run for the first time on Saturday, 
December 6, 1930. 

In the paddock, behind the members’ enclosure, 
where the sportloving men and women of Amer- 
ica were assembled to see the testing of Ameri- 
ca’s copy of the historic Grand National Course 
at Aintree, England, there were collected 17 
steeplechase horses, to go forth at the sound of 
the hunting horn to battle for the inaugural 
Grasslands International Steeplechase, and for 
the honor of having the winner’s name engraved 
on the great golden cup presented by His Majes- 
ty, King Alphonso of Spain. 

Of the 17 horses there to take part in making 
a new chapter in the history of American steeple- 
chasing, but four could claim America as the 
jJand of their birth. Alligator, Mrs. M. K. Steven- 
son’s veteran son of Iron Grey; Bandmaster, J. 
W. Lawrence’s Pittsburgh contender; Red Gold, 
by Ilex out of Grace Jackson, owned by Byron 
Hilliard of Kentucky; and Maitland, the chestnut 
gelding which carried the colors of Austin 
Niblack, the master of the Ontwentsia Hunt, 
‘were the only American-bred horses in field. Of 
the rest, three claimed France as their birth- 
place: *Le Digard, from the Dorwood Stable of 
Victor Emanuel, and *Sardaneza and *Libertin 
VIII, both from the Fox Chapel Stud of Edgar J. 
Kaufman, of Pittsburgh. The remaining ten 
horses, including the three English “visitors” 
‘who had made the long journey to Grasslands, 
were bred in England and Ireland. Stephen San- 
ford was represented by the old gelding *Mount 
Etna, himself a winner over part of the Grand 
National Course, and at one time a doughty con- 
tender for “National” honors. Mrs. John Hay 
Whitney’s colors were carried by *Rose Dunstan, 
an aged bay mare by the Irish sire St. Dunstan. 

Mrs. Plunkett Stewart with *Bally Yarn, Alli- 
son Stern with *Waverley Star, Mrs. R. R. Mc- 
Cormick with *Aspiration, the Winding Creek 
Farms with *Irish Lad and William Woodard 
with *Silver Dawn II, were all American owners 
whose hopes rested on imported horses. Of the 
three visiting horses, Mrs. Alexander Brown’s 
Kilbairn was Irish-bred, while W. L. Newell’s St. 
Roy, and Manambar, owned by E. B. Skey, were 
both foaled in England. 


As the time approached for the horses to go 
to the post, Alligator was established as a firm 
favorite at 3-5 while *Le Digard and Kilbairn 
were next in demand at 3-1 and 5-1 respectively. 

The fourteen patrol judges in full hunting dress 
with the distinctive collars of their respective 
hunts, mounted their horses and trooped out on 
to the course. 

The last jockey weighed out, the trainers fin- 
ished saddling their charges, the order came, 
“Jockeys up, please!” Soon the starters were 
in parade, headed by the Grasslands huntsman, 
Charlie Carver, in the orange coat of the Grass- 
lands pack. 

The visibility on the day of the race was poor. 
The start was delayed for a few minutes by the 


English horse Manambar, which gave trouble in 
going to the post. When he finally got there, 
there was no further delay, and Christopher J. 
Fitz Gerald got the field away to a good start. 


First to break the line was the Kentucky- 
trained, Irish-bred *Silver Dawn II, which showed 
the way over the first fence to *Le Digard, *Rose 
Dunstan, Red Gold, *Bally Yarn, *Libertin VIII 
and *Aspiration, with Kilbairn and Alligator in 
the rear. 


At the third fence, *Aspiration blundered, and 
*Rose Dunstan fell, and the running was taken 
up by *Le Digard and *Libertin VIII, a 4-year- 
old colt which had been in the States a week. 
They led from Red Gold, St. Roy, *Sardaneza 
and *Aspiration. As the big field approached 
the members’ enclosure, the jockey on the Eng- 
lish-owned Kilbairn was seen to be in trouble, 
and the horse was pulled up, after passing the 
stands. The free-going *Silver Dawn II led them 
over the Paddock Ditch, at which fence the little 
French horse *Sardaneza refused, and the Pitts- 
burgh contender, Bandmaster, fell. 


Going out into the country the first time, *Sil- 
ver Dawn II was still in front, with *Le Digard, 
Red Gold, *Libertin VIII and the English con- 
testant St. Roy in close attendance, while *Mount 
Etna, *Waverley Star, Manambar, and *Bally 
Yarn were all lying close up in a bunch. Farther 
back of them came the favorite, going easily, 
with *Aspiration and Maitland just in front of 
him. 


The big, raking *Aspiration fell at the eighth 
fence, and then the next obstacle, the Hill Top 
Ditch, took toll of the field. *Libertin VIII, St. 
Roy and *Bally Yarn all went down, and *Irish 
Lad ran out, while Manambar refused. Maitland, 
coming up behind, confused by the sight of three 
horses in the ditch, achieved the seemingly im- 
possible feat of breaking a tremendous hole in 
the fence in his efforts to clear horses, riders and 
obstacle. He fell on landing, and his jockey 
pulled his bridle off as he parted company with 
his mount. 


Over the eleventh fence, five feet four inches 
high and the biggest on the course, *Silver Dawn 
II still led the field though at less distance, and 
then came the other Kentucky candidate, the 
chestnut gelding Red Gold, then *Le Digard and 
*Waverley Star, with Stephen Sanford’s color- 
bearer, the long-striding *Mount Etna, going 
easily just behind them, and jumping faultlessly. 
They kept the order coming down the hill, over 
the Pond Ditch, the Water and the Canal Turn 
fence. After having jumped the Canal Turn 
*Mount Etna slipped up in making the sharp 
turn to the next fence, and he galloped off rider- 
less before his jockey could get up and catch 
him. Up to this time *Mount Etna had been 
going as well as anything in the race and was 
seemingly still full of running. 

At this point it was seen that several of the 
horses which had fallen at the Hill Top Ditch 
were continuing in the race, though a long way 
behind the leaders. Manambar, the last of the 
English challengers, ridden by his owner, Mr. 
Skey, led *Bally Yarn. ridden bv the Irish ama- 
teur, J. E. Ryan; *Irish Lad, and Maitland, which 
had been caught by a patrol judge and held by 
his mane until his jockey arrived with his 
bridle. 

Crossing the Paddock Ditch the second time, 
the tiring *Silver Dawn II led the now sadly de- 
pleted field, with *Le Digard, Red Gold, *Waver- 
ley Star and Alligator following in that order, 
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while the little band behind followed them at a 
distance. 

The eighteenth fence, at the bottom of the 
hill past the members’ enclosure, saw the finish 
of *Silver Dawn II, which had led the field a rare 
gallop from the start. He fell heavily at this 
fence and was found by his jockey to have spread 
a plate, and could not continue. The other Ken- 
tucky representative, Red Gold, came to grief at 
the same fence, and died two days later as the 
result of injuries sustained in his fall. Norman 
Weeks, his jockey, escaped with a dislocated 
shoulder. 

*Le Digard now took up the running from 
*Waverley Star and Alligator, while far behind 
them came *Bally Yarn, Maitland, and Manambar, 
with *Irish Lad still farther back. A hundred 
yards after jumping the next fence, the nine- 
teenth, *Irish Lad collapsed and fell, and *Le 
Digard, coming to the Hill Top Ditch for the 
second time, refused and fell into the ditch. 
*Irish Lad by this time had got to his feet again, 
and was being led back to his stable when he 
collapsed a second time. He died before the 
veterinary surgeon could reach him. 

Alligator moved up to *Waverley Star after 
jumping the twenty-second fence at the top of 
the hill, and they raced neck and neck at a 
terrific pace down the hill over the Pond Ditch 
and swung into the straight side by side. Over 
the twenty-fourth fence they jumped as one, and 
then at the penultimate fence Alligator fell, and 
*Waverley Star, swerving to the left to avoid the 
fallen favorite, slipped up on the flat some yards 
after landing over the fence, and Mr. Skinner, his 
jockey, could not get him to his feet again de- 
spite frantic efforts. 

Mr. Plumb remounted Alligator, jumped the 
last fence, and passed the judge’s stand in soli- 
tary state, while *Bally Yarn, completing the 
course some time after him, was placed second, 
with Maitland, the only other to finish, a bad 
third, Mr. Skey having pulled up Manambar after 
jumping the twenty-fourth fence. The remaining 
runners had either fallen, refused or pulled up. 

The winner, whose time for the race—11 min- 
utes 5 seconds—is remarkably good when one 
considers that the going was heavy, is a 12- 
year-old chestnut gelding by *Iron Grey out of 
Florida, and is home-bred. It was his first at- 
tempt over fences of the type on the International 
course. He had previously raced over timber 
with pronounced success. The second horse, 
*Bally Yarn, is an imported 8-year-old bay geld- 
ing, bred in Ireland, by Royal Weaver out of Bal- 
linamona. Maitland, the third, is another Amer- 
ican-bred horse, by Sir Martin out of Maggie 
Maitland, by *Star Shoot. 

Accounts of incidents that took place during 
the running of the race were of course numer- 
ous, but perhaps the strangest of all was the fate 
that befell the English contender Kilbairn and 
his rider, Mr. Atterbury. Unsighted by a horse 
running across him as he was about to take off, 
Kilbairn hit the fifth fence very hard and blun- 
dered to his knees, his jockey being shot up on 
his neck. Recovering himself with tremendous 
effort, he threw up his head with great force, 
and hit Mr. Atterbury squarely in the face. The 
force of the blow was such that Mr. Atterbury 
was rendered completely blind for several hours, 
and sustained concussion of the brain in addition, 
though he retained consciousness enough to pull 
his horse up before sliding from the saddle, after 
which he was removed in an ambulance. 

The three visiting contestants did not make as 
much of a show as had been hoped, though Man- 


ambar had only two more fences to jump when 
Mr. Skey pulled him up, but the sporting spirit 
displayed by them in making the long journey to 
Grasslands from England was one deserving of 
a greater measure of good fortune than they en- 
joyed. 

Of considerable interest also was the achieve- 
ment of William Breen, who was substituted for 
Jasper as the jockey on Maitland half an hour 
before the race. He had just arrived from Lake 
Forest by car, and had not seen the course and 
did not want to see it. He only asked to be 
shown where the winning post was. 

“You start over on the far side of the brook, 
make two circuits of the course and the winning 
post is here in front of the enclosure,” he was 
told, and with no more information than this, 
Breen rode a great race on Maitland to finish 
third, having also had to replace the bridle on 
his horse, as previously related. 

It is of considerable interest to note the fol- 
lowing comments on the race by gentlemen who 
are well qualified to express authoritative opin- 
ions. 

Richard Danielson, M. F. H. The Groton Hunt, 
and Editor of The Sportsman, telegraphed: 
“Sincere congratulations on the wonderful success 
of Grasslands International Steeplechase and 
everything connected with it. Could not have 
been better done or more interesting and stimu- 
a Certain this will become American clas- 
sic.” 

Henry G. Vaughn, M. F. H. The Norfolk Hunt, 
and secretary of the Masters of Foxhounds As- 
sociation of America, wrote as follows: “The 
Grasslands Race Meeting and the events con- 
nected therewith were brilliantly successful an@ 
beautifully put on and run, and the arrange- 
ments and detail carried out very, very well. It 
all meant a tremendous amount of imagination, 
thought and work. I congratulate you most 
heartily, and thank you for my exceptionally in- 
teresting and good time.” 

Paul Brown, the noted sporting artist, wrote: 
“My congratulations to you for the great show 
you staged last Saturday. It was the most sen- 
sational and dramatic ’chase I have ever seen.”

Captain Boyd-Rochfort stated that this was 
his fourth visit to America and he added: “I 
like America quite as well as many Americans 
have told me they like England.” 

Lord Grimsthorpe commented that “America is 
a wonderful country with charming people,” and 
he, like Captain Boyd-Rochfort, was glad that 
there is steady progress toward better under- 
standing and relationship between the two na- 
tions. 

Both are glad to have THE BLOOD-HORSE to 
keep them informed on breeding and racing in 
America, and they regretted that so little men- 
tion of the Turf in this country is made in the 
English press.

HORSES ENTERING TRAINING. 


Many horses were brought in from farms in 
the vicinity of Lexington to the Kentucky Asso- 
ciation course the first two days of this week to 
enter training, and a number were sent to Louis- 
ville to be trained at Churchill Downs and Doug- 
las Park. The largest string to be moved was 
that of John Marsch, of Chicago, in charge of 
Trainer Milo Shields. It embraced 18 horses and 
went from Thomas Carr Piatt’s Crestwood Farm 
to Churchill Downs. The A. L. Ferguson string 
of 12 horses came from the farm at Georgetown 
to the Kentucky Association track. Motor vans 
conveying from one to six horses came to many 
of the stables many times during the two days. 
There are others yet to come in. Stable room for 
horses from other points will not be abundant 
for the spring meeting that is to open April 13. 


TANNERY COMES TO TOWN. 

Tannery, which carried the fight for Kentucky 
in last year’s running of the Kentucky Derby, 
arrived at the Lexington track Monday from the 


Ashburne Farm of his owner, E. F. Prichard, in 
Bourbon County. Weideleen, Transgression, and 
three 2-year-olds came along with him and were 
housed with J. J. Greely’s other charges at the 
track. The younger members of the Prichard 
string are three fillies by Paul Weidel, one a bay 
from Flavia, by *Under Fire; one a brown out of 
Bosh, by Helmet; and the other a black out of 
Unguentine, by Mint. Tannery, according to 
Mr. Prichard, was troubled with a blind splint, 
far down on the leg, in his races last year, and 
the weakness was not discovered until an x-ray 
was made. He was fired in October, sent to the 
farm and rested. He appears sound now, and 
both Mr. Prichard and Trainer Greely believe he 
will yet prove himself one of the highest class 
horses in the country. 


VETERINARIANS LEARN. 


Fifty Kentucky veterinary practitioners attend- 
ed sessions of the fourth annual conference for 
veterinarians at the University of Kentucky last 
Thursday and Friday. The program dealt large- 
ly with horses. Dr. Fred Caslick, Dr. John Baird 
and Dr. Robert H. Bardwell demonstrated the 
cribbing operation recently done at Mr. Salmon’s 
Mereworth Stud by Dr. Gustav Danelius, of 
Sweden. Drs. Caslick, Baird and Bardwell had 
practiced the operation and made quite a suc- 
cessful showing of the difficult job. Another of 
the projects of the program was the diagnosis 
of a horse from the Mereworth Stud which had 
been lame for several months, though it had not 
been possible to discover the cause of the lame- 
ness. An x-ray revealed that a bone inside the 
hoof had sustained a fracture. Dr. Baird also 
showed a simple tail-set operation for show 
horses, using a method not generally used in this 
section. A demonstration of firing was given by 
Dr. Harold Holmes. The use of vermifuges in 
capsules and with stomach tube was shown. 


HEADLEY ON THE JOB. 


Hal Price Headley and Major Louie A. Beard 
have returned from a hunting trip to a Missis- 
sippi duck club and to an Alabama game pre- 
serve. Mr. Headley began on Monday of this 
week the training of his string of horses at 
Beaumont Farm. There are 28 in the string and 
they will be handled in seven sets of four each, 
so there are busy days ahead for the master of 
Beaumont until Trainer Walter Taylor returns 
from Agua Caliente with or without the $100,000 
prize that his brother Tommy was able to gather 
in with Victorian for the Warm Stable last year. 
Pigeon Hole is out there to carry the Headley 
blue and white, and Mike Hall, in Walter Taylor’s 
charge also, is there to carry the colors of R. M. 
Eastman. 


FRAKES WILL NOT TRAIN THIS YEAR. 

Robert C. Frakes, on account of the state of 
his health, has decided not to train any horses 
this year, and is planning to leave Lexington 
shortly for Battle Creek, Michigan, or some point 
affording similar treatment. 


DIVIDEND IS PASSED. 


Directors of the American Turf Association, 
owners of the Latonia, Churchill Downs, Wash- 
ington Park and Lincoln Fields tracks and hold- 
ing control of the stock of the Lexington track, 
at a meeting in Louisville, January 29, “passed 
the semi-annual dividend because of the falling 
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off in earnings due to the general business de- 
pression,” as announced after the meeting. 

Par value of the common stock is $25 per share. 
Prior to last summer the dividend rate was 10 
per cent per annum. The last semi-annual divi- 
dend, that of last August, was at the rate of 7 
per cent. The stock is now quoted at $7.50 bid 
and $8.25 asked. 


THE DROUGHT NOT OVER. 


There was a deficiency of 3.41 inches in the 
rainfall of January at Lexington, as compared 
with the normal for the month. The normal is 
4.18 inches, the actual precipitation was .77. This 
means that for the last 12 months there has been 
a deficiency in rainfall each month. December, 
1929, saw a deficiency of 1.89 inches. January, 
1930, had an excess of .26. Since then the de- 
ficiency has increased with each month. The 
normal annual precipitation for Lexington is 
43.35 inches; the actual precipitation in 1930 was 
24.89; the deficiency, 18.46. George B. Wurtz, 
meteorologist in charge of the Weather Bureau 
office at Lexington, sees nothing to indicate any 
rain of consequence in the near future.

HIMYAR STUD SALES ARRANGED. 


E. J. Tranter’s mission to Lexington last week 
was to arrange with Joseph E. Harting, Receiver, 
concerning sales of Thoroughbreds belonging to 
Himyar Stud, Inc., and Colonel Phil T. Chinn, 
president of the company. After Mr. Tranter’s 
conference with Receiver Harting, Colonel Chinn 
and several friends, it was announced that the 
stallions, broodmares and foals at heel will be 
sold at Colonel Chinn’s Old Hickory Farm, on 
the Paris Pike, about five miles from Lexington, 
Thursday, May 14, the day preceding the sale of 
the horses belonging to the Gifford A. Cochran 
Estate at Shandon Farm, which also will be con- 
ducted by Mr. Tranter, and two days before the 


running of the Kentucky Derby. The horses in 
training (if not sold privately prior to that time) 
will be sold at Belmont Park, Saturday, May 23, 
and the yearlings will be sold as usual at Sara- 
toga in the Fasig-Tipton Company’s auctions.

betting at the winter tracks and gave an in- 
dication of further improvement.
